1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-23 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken singularly or in 
combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed, to teach: a semiconductor memory device comprising: a plurality of bit line selection 
transistors, among others as claimed in independent claim 1, for connecting bit line to a sense 
amplifier, wherein the bit line selection transistors are translationally arrayed in a direction 
perpendicular to the bit line at an average array pitch greater than eight time of the pitch of the 
bit lines; among others as claimed in independent claim 13, for connecting bit line to a sense 
amplifier, wherein the bit line selection transistors are translationally arrayed in a direction 
perpendicular to the bit line at an average array pitch deviated from an integer multiple of the 
pitch of the bit lines.
